ory Committee, exists now with legally ap 
pointed officers. 

In the interests of time and expediency, 
the Fiscal Court has or soon will appoint 12 
men to sit on this Committee The advantage 
of direct appointment is that it gets the hall 
rolling, it gets an organization to functioning 
rapidly and revi talizes >n the valuable element 
of time, too much of which has already been 
lost A glonee at the Court s tentative appoint 
ees indicates that an effort has been made to 
find men who reprecent aH walks of life, and

But the appointment of individual* to such 
an important committee has built in disad. 
vantages that are liable to multiply as the war 
on poverty nroves along, disadvantages that 
cculd be a burden to a group trying honestly 
ta help the general public, and we would sug 
gest an alternative. 

It would seem that staffing the Committee 
would be an excellent opportunity to blend 
together the two all.county organizations. PCD \ 
and PC AC Membership in PC© A is achieved 

by inviting, not selected individuals, but rwpre. 
entative groups around the county to send dele, 
gates chosen bv the various organizations 
PCAC should do the same thing, in coopera- 
tion with PCDA. 

The Advisory Committee, which will have 
the responsibility of spending great sums of 
n. ney. on behalf of the people, should expand 
its membership from 12 to about 20 and 
derive those 20 people from a variety of <*>ur 
ces. 20 individuals whose identity would be 
unkn wn to both PCDA and PCAC until they 
met the fir't time Such a group would rep 
resent a variety of interests and opinions just 
as our Counts- is made up of a variety of peonle 
Decisions made by that kind of group would in 
the long run. be far more palatable to the 
general public, for whose benefit the anti pov. 
erty money is to be spent 

A meeting f leaders of both organizations 
is .n order, and. indeed even necessary, if 
Perry County's war on poverty is to be unified 
by common interests We hope such a meet 
ing occurs very soon a meeting of > per. minds 
concerned only with poverty in our County We 
commend our above recommendations as to 
the structure of the Advisory Committee to 
that meet. ig. and would udd this further 
thought :

I he several volumes of history, biography 
and autobi.gr.iphy and collected speeches by 
England* wartime Prime Minister are works 
of genuine literary merit, destined to survive 
l he ages not only for their definitive content, 
but tor the grand, flowing style In Which 
each of them are written. 

The world is paying tribute to the great 
Englishman this week in a variety of ways. 
Perhaps as fitting a tribute as any would be 
simply to quote from one of his more celebrated 
speeches, so that the reader can see for himself 
the power of the language, as Churchill used 
It.

Empire and the French Republic, linked togeth 
or in their cause and in their need, will defend 
to the death their native soil, aiding each other 
like g.od comrades to the utmost of their 
strength. Even though large tracts of Europe 
and many old and famous States have fallen 
or may fall into the grip of the Gestapo and all 
the odious apparatus of Nazi rule, we shall not 
flag or fail. We shall go on to the end. we 
shall fight in France, we shall fight on the sens 
and oceans, we shall fight with growing con. 
fidence and growing strength in the air, we 
shall de'end our Island, whatever the cost may 
be. we <-hall fight on the beaches, we shrall fight 
on the landing grounds, we shall fight in the 
fields and in the streets, we shall fight in the 
hills; we shall never surrender, and even if
